Idaho and Ohio capital is going into 
the new Snyder Sanatorium, now 
under construction at an estimated 
cost of $126,000, in Sierra Madre, ac¬ 
cording to the promoters of the enter¬ 
prise, who were visiting Idaho friend.s 
here this week. 

“Dr. O. H. Snyder, formerly of Iron- 
ton, Ihio; Dean Perkins of Boise, and 
George M. Anderson, also of Boise, 
are the principal.i who recently bought 
the Ragsdale property, comprising 
seven and a half acres on Fairview 
avenue, in the northwest edge of 
Sierra Madre and lying snugly against 
Uie foothills, overlooking a magnifi¬ 
cent sweep of valley. Ninety bunga- 
low.s are now' under process of con¬ 
struction, together with a big admin¬ 
istration building. 

“Each bungalow, which will be of 
stucco construction, will provide for 
two patients, each with separate bath. 
Dr. Snyder, who has specialized for 
many year.s in the treatment of tuber- 
culosi.s, will bo president of the com- 
pany, and with Mr. Anderson and Mr. 
Perkins will constitute the board of 
ilirectors. 'The capacity of the new 
institution will be approximately 200 
palient.--. Every encouragement was 
given them liy tlie official and civic 
autliorities of Sierra Madre, declares 
1 ir. Snyder, who for the past few 
months ha.s been covering Southern 
California foothill districts in search 
of TT sanatorium location.” 

Sides Lining Up 

If anylioiiy thought the sanitarium 
quc.-'tion was a dead issue in Sierra 
•Madre, tlie notion wa.s .soon dispelled 
after tlie aiipoarance of the article, 
riicre are a great many people who 
liclieve a high class institution would 
he a bciielit to the towji, and a great 
many who believe exacUy the re- 
vi-r.se conceniing a sanitarium of any 
cla.ss. 

’I'lio mur.shalling of forces began at 
once. For the most part it has been 
quiet, and to date hostilities have not 
hcconii' very active in the open. Both 
■sicks appear to be feeling their way, 
living lo he sure of their ground. 

.Altenlion lias been called to the 
lact tliat the propo.-.ed site is inside 
till' district resricted against sanitar¬ 
iums by tlie present city ordinance. On 
till' otlier liand it is claimed the ordin¬

DISRESPECT FOR LAW 
COUNTRY’S BIG CURSE 


WHAT THE GREAT 
STATE OF CALI- 
FORNIA IS WORTH 




The greatest curse of this country, 
is disrespect for law. This is being 
increased and inbred in the rising 
generation by their .seeing how easy 
it is to break the law and get away 
with it. As sooin as some evil is evi¬ 
dent to some reformer the demand 
arises for a new law. This law, 
whether in the statute of the govern¬ 
ment, state or city ordinance, i.s for¬ 
gotten as soon as passed and its viola¬ 
tion goes on with impunity. If about 
three-fourths of our laws were re- 
I)ealed, and the other fourth enforced 
we would have a better government 
and a more law-abiding citizenship. 
A good illustration at hand is the 
cigarette law which is so dra.stic in 
prohibiting the use of and sales to 
minors. One has only to walk down 
the street to see how often it is vio¬ 
lated by school boys of this commun¬ 
ity. Has it ever bwm invoked once 
since its passage, or an arrest made, 
or anything else done, rather than to 
collect the re<iuired tax from the 
dealers?—Compton Enterpri.se.

Personal property 
is valued at $707,273,454, while the 
money and solvent credit total i.s $55,- 
447.811. The total value of railroads 
in the state is $298,318,299. The high- 
e.st tax rate in the state is levied in 
Amailor county. Here the rate i.s $4. 
The lowe.st tax rate is levie<i in Kern 
county, where the rate is $1.40.

In banks arrangements are being 
made for the hamlling of the redemp¬ 
tion of the Victory notes “called” for 
December 15 by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. At at the time these notes 
were sold, the banks will carry on the 
work of redemption as a patriotic 
.service for the accommodation of their 
customers and the government. 

“Misunderstandings on the part of 
the holders of tbe.se notes seem likely 
.said President Allen of the Sierra 
.Madre Savings Bank. “The questions 
which are already asked us, indicate 
this. To make clear .some of the 
points; 

“These Victoiy ‘note.s’ were called 
'notes’ instead of bonds because their 
term of maturity was less than five 
years. In appearance they are like 
mo.st of the Liberty Bonds, and many 
people call them bonds. Technically, 
there were no Victory bonds, only 
notes. If the ‘bond’ says ‘Victory’ it is 
a ‘note.’ 

“The Victory notes which w'ere due 
May 20, 1922, were made callable by 
tlie Secretary of the Treasury, in 
w'hole or part, on December 15, 1922. 
That is, although they bear another 
coupon, due May 20, 1922, they may 
be called, and interest on them stop¬ 
ped December 15, 1922. The Treasury 
has called half of the is.sue, w'hich 
comprises the serial numbers A, B, C, 
D, E and F. Only these are now pay¬ 
able. The other half, bearing the let¬ 
ters G, H, I, etc., will not be due and 
payable until next May. 

“The notes which are payable De¬ 
cember 15 should have two coupons on 
them, one for the interest due Decem¬ 
ber 15, and one for the interest due
